AN I3IPRESSIVK CEREMONY HELD AT
CHRIST CHIIICII.

Text of Remark Made by the Rector,
Rev. Ja men D. Stanley, at the

Mnrnlnic Service.

Yesterday In Christ Church five new pic-

tured windows were dedicated- - Two large
angelic figures in the chancel represent-In- ?

the angel at the gate of paradise and
the angel of the resurrection complete. In
connection with the figure of the good
shepherd, the noble memorial to the Sudlow
family. On the north fide of the nave may
be seen the figured representations of Abra-
ham and Isaiah, memorials of the Marsh
family and of Mrs. Anna K. Hammond.
On the south. Is the figure of St. Matthew,
a window to be yet selected as a memorial,
put In by the yestry. These windows com-
plete the scheme prepared at the. time of
the renovation of the church eighteen
months ago.

After the service of dedication the rector,
Rev. James D. Stanley, In the course of
his remarks said:

"It is not what the artist does In our
churches which makes the deepest, truest
and final appeal It is that which lies back
of what his skillful hand has wrought
which glcs to the output of his craft its
most real and spiritual value. "Were 11

possible for a church to spring up in a mo-Hu- nt

at the wave of magicians wand itmight be all that the canon of physical
beauty could demand, yet would stand OTÜy
as a cold monument to awesome power.
Hut let the stones which go to Its building
be quarried at the dictate of love and de-
votion; let tiiem be cemented, as it were,
with sacrifice and adorned with that whichtp.lngs from deep sentiment and loyal emo-
tion and at once it becomes something vital
and full of religious inspiration.

"There Is given added sacredness tosanctuary already hallowed by solemn con-
secration to Almighty God. and It may be
by years of tender association when within
our churches the eye can rest at many
points upon the tokens which would
memorialize departed ones, for by such
visible tokens there Is kept constantly be-
fore us the great truth of the communion ofsaints, the oneness of the living and the
dead In the fellowship of Christ.

"Is there more fitting way for the Chris-
tian to memorialize those 'whom he ha3
loved long since and lost a while than by
making God's house more beautiful? If on
would mark their final resting place inGod's acre with costly shaft it comes not
within our province to ciitlcl.se. But to
some there would seem to be better ways
than this. There are things of utility In thworld which provide for the mental andbodily weirare of human kind hospitals for
the sick, drinking fountains for the thirsty,scholarships for the poor yet commendably
ambitious. Tnese and other benefactions
like them arc Indisputably worthy. But ifreligion has In it a regenerating power thenwhatever would Inspire, strengthen and de-
velop the lifo along spiritual lines milst
be of supreme utility. Who can reason-
ably deny the helpfulness to worship and to
life cf beauty which is characterized by re-
ligious Import? We have eyes to see as
well aa heads tc think and hearts to feel,
and it is through the eye often nn avenue
must be found to head and to heart. To
make beautiful our temples of worship, inmemory ot beloved friends may be to thegreater glory of God and to the greater
worshlpfulness of men.

"I his church, which we love, is now rich
In memorial gifts. From altar to belfry
noliie lives are brought to mind wheneverwe gather for worship or when through theever open door we wander In. away from
the moil and toil of the street, to rest andpray a while Who shall attempt to meas-
ure the good that mH- - come to those who
avail themselves of the privilege of the un-
closed portal? The superb altar must makeits appeal; 'the storied windows richly
dight' must make religious Impress, and
yon Good Shepherd must arouse deep
thought within wandering souls and tempt
an entrance or return Into the fold of theloving shepherd of souls.

'"To-da- y this temple of God becomes even
more beautiful through completion of the
scheme of windows wisely planned when
the renovation of the eelhiee was begun.

With Twelve Other She Left Schoo!
"When Their Secret Wa Disco-

veredOther Hotel Stories.

"I don't see why it isn't as fair for
women to organize secret societies as for
men," remarked a pretty girl in stylish
hat as she made an Ineffectual attempt to
frown severely at the man on her right. It
was at a dinner party at the Grand Hotel
last night. One of the guests was Miss
Edith Coulson, of Thorntown, who enjoys
the distinction of having been a member
of one of the few woman's fraternal so-

cieties connected with the woman's col-

leges of the country. The company Was
discussing college life and particularly that
feature of it that dea!s with "frats." Miss
Coulson was entitled to speak from experi-
ence and she did so, never dreaming that
there was a newspaper man present. Miss
Coulson was one of thirteen young women
who braved the rules of the Oxford (O)
College two years ago and belonged to a
secret society. When it became known to
the faculty that there was a secret or-

ganization in the school the thirteen girl3
who were members were sent home to
their parents. There were naturally tears
and hysterical weepings over the notoriety,
for the newspapers were full of it at the
time. Some of the young- - women returned
to the school as the faculty announced that
they might after the society had been
broken up. Oxford College has never had
a "frat" society since. It has developed
since that one of the members of the fac-

ulty, a ycung woman, had formerly been
a member of the society. Sh had held her
peace and this fact Is manna to the soul
of the thirteen young women because it is
directly contrary to tho old saying that a
woman cannot keep a secret. It Is said
that one of the members of the faculty,
a woman In high authority, has since said
that she regretted exceedingly that she
took the step she did. In sending the thir-
teen young women away from the school.
"It was rather embarrassing to some of
the members of the board of trustee,"
said Miss Coulson last night, "since some
of the girls In the society were daughters
of members of the board. Of course they
had to take the part of the girls." MUs
Coulson says the society had been in prog-
ress for four years before It was discovered.
She believes there will be a time when all
of the colleges will permit the organization
of secret societies.

The young tots, some of them not tall
enough to reach the top of the counter,
bring In their banks and have their savings
placed on deposit. One can imagine what a
proud day it is to the youngster to make
his first deposit and have the amount en-
tered on his book. The first depositor In
our savings department was a little fellow
name Cole, not yet three years old."

IN ST. TAMMANY'S HONOR

RED MEN HAVE A RIG CELEI1RATIOX
AT GARFIELD PARK.

A Down-Tow- n Street Paratle and Pa-

triotic Exercises nt the Park Five
Thousand Persons Present.

Tho thirteen tribes of the Improved Order
of Red, Men of this city and a number of
neighboring tribes yesterday commemorated
the memory of that great old patriotic
chif, St. Tammany, with an elaborate
street parade and appropriate exercises at
Garfield Park, The celebration of St. Tam-
many's day has become an annual event
with the Red Men, and each year on the
Sunday nearest the twelfth day of May
the tribes turn out with their gaudy colors
and have a patriotic Jubilee. St. Tammany
Is not enshrouded In as much mystery as
other patron saints, his unbroken treaty
with William Penn and active patriotism
during the war for independence being
annals In history that havo been handed
down with such accuracy that the order of
Red Men, or later-da- y Indians, recognize
him as a real chief of noble and patriotic
character.

The first feature of the celebration was
the parade which started from the corner
of East and Washington streets at 1:30
o'clock yesterday afternoon. There were
about 1.500 Red Men In line, representing
twelve tribes of Indianapolis and the tribes
from Martinsville, Greenfield and Augusta.
Noble sville was also represented, but not
by the tribe. The column was divided into
three divisions, each headed by a band, all
in command of Fred Gill. His aids were M.
11. Frey and Ed Ilolloway. The parade
moved west with its red banners and Hying
streamers, with lively music, marching to
Meridian street, thence north around the
monument, back to Washington street, west
to Senate avenue, countermarching to Illi-
nois street ami then south to Georgia
street, where the parade disbanded. Cars
were then taken for Garfield Park where
the remainder of the exercises were con-
ducted.

A large crowd had preceded the Red Men
to the park, the Degree of Pocahontas be-
ing represented in large numbers. A small
speaker's stand was erected well back In
the park and around this the crowd con-
gregated. D. J. Murr acted as chairman.
The addresses were delivered by J. E. Sedg-
wick, of Martinsville, great Junior saga-
more, and C. A. Robinson, of Greenfield,
chief of Minnewa Tribe. Both addresses
were on Redmenship and were of a patri-
otic character. After the speaking the Red
Men and their wives gathered in groups
about the park for social chat until evening.

It is estimated that there were at least
5,M people in the park during the day. The
majority being in some way connected
with the Red Men. The park was in fineshape and the rustic seats and shady spots
were sought with an alacrity characteristic
of the first spring outing. The city has
made a number of additional Improvements,
particularly for the amusement of children,
and all afternoon the woods rang with theirmerry laughter. The street-ca- r service was
excellent, which added much to the pleas-
ure of the occasion and left no one In a
disagreeable state of mind in getting away
from the park. The street-ca- r company
had ten extra cars on the line that ran to
and from the park all afternoon, and with
the regular cars little dilficulty was ex-
perienced-in handling the crowd. The ex-
tension of the Shelby-stre- et line also as-
sisted in diminishing the rush and many
sought this egress from the park. Alto-
gether the event was one of pleasure with-
out any disagreeable features to mar theday. The Red Men will hold their St.Tammany's day celebration at the park
next year.

CHINESE ARE FRIGHTENED

MIRDER OF DOC LUNG CAISED A
COMMOTION IX Tili: COLONY;

Cnptnin Gerber and Other Detective
l'ay a. Visit to LaandrieM Condi-

tions nt E. Lang'i Place.

Since the arrest of Chin Ilee on suspicion
of murdering Doc Lung the Chinese of the
city have become alarmed and will not
make a move unless the police department
Is notified. They have become wary and
are afraid to talk concerning the murder.
The more intelligent of the Chinese side
with the police department In the arrest.
The Illiterates, or coolies, who work in the
various laundries, are almost frightened out
of their wits since the arrest of Chin Ilee.

An example of the fear in which they
hold the police department was given yes-
terday by a sick Chinaman in the employ
of E. Lung. He has been ill for several
days and wanted to go to Chicago to con-

sult a Chinese doctor. E. Lurg, who is
considered one of the influential Chinese
of the city, employed the sick Chinaman.
The latter was very 111 and wanted to get
away. E. Lung told him he would have to
take him to the police station to see Cap-
tain Gerber before leaving the city. The
sick Chinaman was unable to understand
such procedure and demurred. E. Lung ex-
plained that If he left the city without let-
ting the police department know of It he
might be suspected of murdering Doc Lung.
E. Lung and the sick man walked to the
police station and Into Captain Gerber's
office. E. Lung greeted the captain effu-
sively but the other Chinaman was too for-
lorn to be friendly. He merely nodded his
head while he held his hands in the sleeves
of his silk coat. K. Lung explained the sit-
uation to Captain Gerber, who laughed and
told E. Lung to let the man go. Gerber
turned to the sick man and told him that if
he did not get out of town within a fewhours he might die. The sick Chinamangrinned, showing his white teeth, andnodded himself out of the room. Gerber isof opinion that the man did not understandwhat he told him.

O'llERS ALSO AFRAID.
The remainder of the Chinese at E.

Lung's place are equally in fear of some-
thing happening that might point the hand
of suspicion to them. Captain Gerber and
another detective went to E. Lung's place
yesterday to talk with Lung concerning
the actions of Chin Hee on last Sunday
night. "When the captain entered the laun-
dry he saw a little sallow-complexion- ed

Chinaman sitting behind the showcase near
tho door. Grber asked for E. Lung, andthe man Khind the counter replied:' "Hesleep: he sleep." Gerber was anxious tosee E. Lung and insisted on arousing him.
Around the corner of the door in the endof the room appeared another yellow facethat spoke eloquently of fear. The man
behind the counter told the newcomer togo above stairs and arouse Lung. He wentupstairs and was gone about two minuter,
when he returned. When he came down hesaid: "Lung sleep: no wakee. lie sleep on
board; no get up." While lie said this he
held his head away from Captain Gerber
and continued on his way back to th iron-
ing room in the rear cf the laundry. Theman behind the counter motioned to Capt.
Gerber that it was useless to try to seeLung, as ha could not ha wakened. Gerber
took the matter in hin own hand and
walked upstairs with the other detective.
The stairs are very long and narrow. Agas Jet is kept burning at the top. As Ger-
ber and the other detective walked upstaiig
the frail boards on the stairs creaked anigroaned. This aroueed fome one at thehead of the stairs, because a head with aqueue dangling from it made its appear-
ance around the corner. The sight of two
Caucasians coming upptalrs frightened thisChinaman, who Jumped back from the land-
ing. Captain Gerber was in the lead. He
nsked the Chinaman where E. Lung was,
but tho Oriental could cot understand. Gcr- -

ber saw plainly that it was useless to talk
to him and went into the first room he saw.
The room was very dark, and all the front
windows were thickly covered with rags.
Along each side of the room were rows of
benches on which was placed piles of com-
forts and quilts. On two of the crude beds
were the forma of Chinamen. They awokeps the visitors entered and raised their
heads. Captain Gerber asked for E. Lung.
but no one was able to tell him where he
was. In one corner of the room underneath
a candle light was a Chinaman sewing his
silk pajamas. He raised his had and
looked at the visitors through a pair of big
spectacles.

He entered
a room on the south and heard the muflled
voice of E. Lung, who was wrapped snugly
in comforts and quilts. Lung was lying on
one of the rough beds In one corner of the
room. This room, like the others, was very
dark and had a number of the benches in
it. E. Lung saw the visitors coming through
the door and said: "What you want with
E. Lung?" As they entered the room Capt.
Gerber lighted a gas jet on the side of the
wall. After the detectives had Talked with
E. Lung they turned to find half a dozen
Celestials standing behind them. The de-
tectives walked out, followed by the Orient-
als, who began to talk vigorously. The
captain then went down stairs and asked
for Joe Noej'. Noey vas found In one of
the small rooms down stairs Ironing a
woman's white skirt. The captain took
Noey by the arm and led him to the boiling
room at the end of the building, where he
questioned him for about live minutes.
While this conversation was in progress
there appeared at the little door leading
into the room every Chinaman about the
place. A number were garbed in Oriental
dress; others wore American clothes as if
ihey were prepared for thf street. Captain
Gerber noticed their curiosity and asked
each In a solemn tone for his name. In
their pigeon EnRlih they answered, but
Gerber could mcke but little nut of it.

MOY KEE VISITED.- -

Moy Kee's place was also visited. Moy
Kee ushered the detectives to a seat at one
of the tables. Ho listened with interest
to all that was said and then replied: "I
am too sad to talk. Every time I think of
Doc Lung my heart seems to come to the
middle of my throat. I loved that boy. I
have been dreaming about him since he was
murdered, and often in tho night I will
jump from my bed from nervousness."

While Moy Kce and the detectives were
talking all of Moy's cooks and waiters
gathered about the table. Every few mo-
ments one tf them would interject some
Chinese into the conversation, to which Moy
would only shake his head and refrain
from translating it for 'the benefit of the
detectives. Doc Lung's brother, Dong Gum
Hong, made himself conspicuous by passing
cigars around to the detectives. He is small
of stature. He sat on a chair during tho
conersatlon and perched his feet on the
top rung, holding his hands folded between
his knees. Moy Kee assured the detectives
that ho would assist thrm in every way
possible to trace down any clew thy might
bring to him. When it was mentioned by
Captain Gerber that Moy would be us..i at
the preliminary hearing as an interpreter
for the other Chinese ho said he thought it
would be better to get one from out of
town who was not familiar with the case.
Gerber assured him. that he would be the
best man for the place.

INDIANA'S SILENT VICTORS.

Tribute to Them by Rev. T. J. Vlllers,
of Flrnt Ruptlftt Church.

The Rev. Thomas J. Villers, pastor of the
First Baptist Church, preached yesterday
morning on "Indiana's Silent Victors." He
gave a historical sketch of the suldiers
and sailors' monument and then said: "We
should learn three things from Indiana's
silent victors. First We should revere
their memory. Those who forget them-
selves we will remember. They forgot
themselves into immortality.

"Second We should perpetuate their pa-

triotism. Before Dewey's engagement at
Manila, Captain Gridley, a native of In-

diana, wa"3 forbidden by his physician to
command the flagship, but inslated on tak-
ing hla place. The strain was more than
his weakened system could endure. Yet
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he said after the fight, 'I could not leave
my ship on the eve of battle after waiting
all thee years to serve my country. Know-
ing what will soon happen, I would do it
again to-morr- without hesitation.' That
is patriotism worthy of Imitation.

"Third We should preserve their legacy.
The words of Lincoln at Gettysburg? we
may well appropriate as our monument
shall be dedicated to Indiana's silent vic-
tors on Thursday next. The world will
not long remember what we say, but it
can never forget what they did. It is for
us, the living, to be dedicated to their un-
finished work, that from our honored dead
we take increased devotion to that cause
for which they gave the last full measure
of devotion, and here highly resolve that
those dead shall not have died in vain,
that the government of the people, by the
people and for the people shall not perish
from the earth."
